DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The rejection as forth in the office action mailed on 09/03/2008 is withdrawn in 
view of the applicants' amendments filed on 12/03/2008. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4-15 and 19-21 are pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 2, 4-15 and 19-21 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record teaches away from an active semiconductor film used to form the source and 
drain regions, an interconnection portion and a bottom one of the P and N electrode 
regions of the PIN diode as disclosed in claim 1 ; and the prior art of record fails to 
dislcose wherien at least a portion of the etch-stop interconnection film is provided on a 
gate-dielectric film on the crystalline active semiconductor film to form a top gate 
electrode of the transistor which is interconnected with a bottom one of the P and N 
electrode regions of the PIN diode as disclosed in claim 9.
